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FORMATION OF ISLANDS. 


THEIR CR'EATION DUE TO VOLCANIC 


ERUPTIONS AND OTHIR CAUSES. 


Scientific Information Not Given In the 


Geographies—Islands 'Which Have Been 
Blown Up from the Ocean's Bottom. 
Detached Pieces of Land. 
Your ordinary test book of geography, 


"as she is written," talis barely and baldly 
about the size of countries, their boundaries, 
their rivers and lakes, capes and head lands, 
their populations, their religions and their 
chief products. 
These are all facts, no 


doubt; but they are facts which resemble 
pearls destitute ol any string whereby they 
may be converted into a necklace and thus 
made useful and ornamental both. My be- 
lief, therefore, leads to tho assertion that we 
should become more scientific—but not there- 
by less popular—in our geographical teach- 
ing in schools; and this very subject of islands 
shows the way of reform. Science, in this 
sense, dives below the bare facts of the text 
books, and seeks to give reasons fol- these 
facts. It places itself in the position of on 
expositor and expounder of the manner in 
which our world aod its affairs have come to 
assume their existing order. 


DUE TO VOLCASIO ACTION. 


Geographically, all islands are regarded as 


of much the same constitution. They are de- 
tached masses of land, surrounded by sea, 
and differing, to the mind of the sohoolboy 
or schoolgirl, chiefly in siza. Australia is a 
big island; Madagascar is not so big, and 
from Ceylon onward to Mauritius or the 
Azores there are found all degrees and grada- 
tions of magnitude. This, with a few details 
about the quarters of the world in which 
islands exist, and with some ideas about pro- 
ducts and peoples, complete the geographical 
knowledge of the average man and woman. 


Science takes up the matter where common- 


placj geography ends its story. It asks, first 
of ad, what islands really are, and how one 
island differs from another. As a result of its 
investigations, science soon discovers that 
islands may be divided by tbtar nature into 
two distinct sets or classes. Of these two 
divisions, the first includes islands which can 
lay claim to that title from the first day of 
their existence, in that sthey have never 
formed part and parcel of any larger moss of 
land. Thus we first distinguish the so called 
"volcanic" islands, which, like the Azores, 
have been thrust up from the sea depths by 
volcanic action, to form detached masses of 
land existing, it may be, many miles from a 
continent or mainland. 


Then comes a second class of islands which 


are called "continental," because, whatever 
their size, form or situation, we can prove 
them to be geologically part and parcel of a 
bigger tract of land. They are separated and 
disjoined fragments, so to speak, of a larger 
land mass. Under this head are to be included 
many islands we know. The British islands 
are simply detached partj of the European 
continent; just as Trinidad is a fragment oi 
South America; or as the Malay archipelago 
represents the broken up land which, once 
upon a time in its hale and solid state con- 
nected Asia and Australia. Even New Zea- 
land and Madagascar aro continental islands 
in their way, although the exact dates of 
their separation may be very hard to trace ID 
the mists of geological time, 
THE DDTERESCE SCIEXTinCXLLY EXPLAINED 


Having thus succeeded in distinguishing 


between islands which, like St. Helena, the 
Azores, the Galapagos and so forth, rapreseut 
the eruptions into the earth's outside mass of 
volcanic matter, and those which, like Brit- 
ain, Trinidad and the West Indies, are really 
the detached pieces of large land tracts, it be- 
hooves us to inquire further into the history 
pf each group. 
They are separated from 


their mainlands, it may be, by abysses of 
ocean. On the other hand the continental 
islands have, relatively, shallow seas separat- 
ing them from their nearest continents. 


Witness, to provo this statement, the Ger- 


man ocean, the English channel, the sea be- 
tween Trinidad and America or the genera) 
depth of the seas around the Malayan Isl 
ands. Wo find a test not only of the nature 
of an island in the depth of the seas around it 
—apart from its rock structure—but in the 
case of the continental islands we can assure 
ourselves of the length of time they have 
been separated from their mainlands by hav 
ing regard to the same matter of ocean deep- 
ness. 


The Azores, as volcanic islands, are thus 


separated from Portugal by sea varying 
from 2,000 to 3,500 fathoms. Within a short 
distance from the islands themselves the sea 
is about 1,000 fathoms deep; within 300 miles 
it is 1,800 fathoms, and soon deepens to 2,500. 
With the Bermudas the case is similar; some 
450 miles off we reach the sea bottom at 
8,885 and 3,875 fathoms. St. Helena has sea 
of 3,860 fathoms deep between it and Africa, 
some 1,100 miles off. Contrariwise, the sea 
around our own shores is comparatively shal- 
low; bat, as I have remarked, whenever a 
continental island shows, like Madagascar, a 
deep channel between it and its main land, 
the story such depth tells us is one of long do 
tachment from the mother country. 


PLANT AND ANIMAL- LT5E. 


So far, islands have shown us that geologic 


ally thair history is interesting in respect ol 
the marked variation between the two classes. 
Not less interesting is the additional evidence 
about islands which their animals and plants 
have to tell. Whence, let us ask, have de- 
tached islands, like the Azores, obtained their 
unimnla and plants! Upraised from the sea 
bed, as have been these islands, their living 
population must have been derived from 
other and previously peopled lands. This sup- 
position is confirmed by our finding that on 
the Azores we discover no animals or plants 
-excluding those of man's introduction— 
which are not found on the Portuguese coast 
The rabbits, weasels, mice and a single kind 
of lizard found in the Azores are importa- 
tions. 


The birds which, of course, can fly over the 


intervening sea, are those of Europe; such 
also are the insects, and such, again, are the 
plants. In a word, there is nothing about 
the animals and plants of the Azores which 
we cannot explain by reference to their Eu- 
ropean origin. Then also, on such detached 
islands, wo cannot erpect to find native 
quadrupeds or frogs; for these animals will 
not face and brave a long swim in the sea. 
Inaword.it is precisely those animals and 
plants which have ways and means of con- 
veyance over tracts of sea which peoplo 
these distant islands and coma to livo and 
flourish thereon. 


Very different Is the case with our conti- 


nental islands. Here the animals and plants 
#re those of the adjacent mainland, altered 
£nd modified only in so far as the length of 
the separation of the islands indicates and 
allows. Our British animals and plants are 
those of the continent, and the life of Trin- 
idad is that of South America, because there 
has been no time, practically, for change. 
But is Madagascar, Australia and Now Zea- 
land, as islands long separated, each from its 
mainland, we find living things utterly un- 
like the great land mass from which each 
island was derived. Thus it is that together 
geology and biology teach us much about 
Islands ol which geography takes no heed.— 


TREES OF CALIFORNIA. 


THE WONDERS OP NATURE IN THE 


GREAT YOSEM1TE PARK. 


GlanU of the Forest Measuring Thirty Feet 


In Diameter—A Couch ar.d FOOT Driren 
Into a Hollow Log—Each State In the 
Union Represented by a Tree. 


Tha story of the "Fallen Pine" doubtless 


comes from a suggestion made by ono of the 
"big trees" in the Yossmite region of Cali- 
fornia. 
Those ''big trees" are among the 


most sublime of the natural wonders of the 
world. Ono who has never seen them can 
have no conception of their immensity. The 
largest of them are over 30 feet In diameter 
10 feet from the ground, and tbe tallest are 
over 800 feet high. The principal ones in the 
Yosemit* park have distinctive titles or 
names. Each state of the Union has its tree 
specially designated, and many of the his- 
toric characters of the naticn are honored 
with the tree. The name In each instance is 
handsomely painted on a broad board and 
nailed fast to the tree. 


The tree I have referred to specially above 


is known now as "The Fallen Monarch." It 
was at one tiias called, in derision, "The An- 
drew Johnson" tree, after the rupture be- 
tween the late president and his party. But 
the title "Fallen Monarch" is so appropriate 
that by an universal sense the name lives, 
and will live as long as the language lives, 
or until the tree has passed away into dust or 
ashes. 


CONTEMPORARIES OF NOAH. 


This tree was one of tho grandest in the 


Tove. As it now lies prostrate upon the 
e. i ta, its diaMneter averages orer twenty 
feet for more than a hundred feet of its 
length. The top and part of the butt end 
have been destroyed by flro How long the 
tree has lain there is unknown; it may have 
been there for more than a thousand years. 
The wood of the "big trees" is a species of 
cedar, and it is -n ell nigh imperishable in at- 
mospheric influences. Fire, however, has 
been the groat destroying element in those 
wonderful relics of the past. 


I say relics of the past, for theso big trees 


appear to belong to a very remote age. The 
commonly accepted evidences show that they 
are, or at least many o£ them ore, over 4,000 
years old. Indeed they are supposed to bo 
contemporaries of Noah, having survived the 
deluge, it being believed also that the ark it- 
self was built of tho same species of wood. 


You climb to the crest of the "Fallen Mon- 


arch" by the aid of a ladder of some ten 
rungs. You can have no just conception of 
tho immensity of the tree until you walk 
along its mighty back for over a hundred 
feet 


Near by aro some more wonders. I give 


your readers eoma ide» of some of them. 
"Tha General Grant" troo is not for off, a 
huge and grim specimen, looking as stern as 
the great warrior ever appeared. There is 
one known ns "The Grizzly Giant," a mon- 
ster 27 feet in diameter, 9 feet from the 
ground. At tho height of just 100 feet the 
first limb comes out, that limb is ,0 feat in 
diameter. This trcegivesyouadeep sense of 
awe as you gaze on its sublimo yet grizzly 
aspect. 


Within closa walking- distance is "Tho Tele- 


scopo Tree." This is about 100 feet bjgb, the 
top of it above that height having beea de- 
stroyed by Bra This treo is a hollow tube. 
From the base you look up through this tube 
into the deep skies above. You can ride on 
horseback into the opening below. 


THROUGH A KNOT HOLE. 


Not for away is another hollow monster 


prostrate on tho earth. You can rido in at 
the lower entrance, and go 100 feet, and out 
at a knot hole. 


The most conspicuous and most celebrated 


of the trees is one that stands directly astride 
of the broad a venue made for driving through 
the pork. Tho avenue, a highway, makes 
directly toward this tree, end an opening foi 
tho read bed is cut directly through the heart 
of tho very tree ifoelf. You drive right in 
under the archway of solid wood, a^d the 
driver stops, tlio great stage and four horses 
all covered by tho sheltering tree, and there 
is, furthermore, ten feet of solid wall on 
either side of tha wheels of the coach. The 
tree is about thirty feet in diameter at the 
height of the stage top 


On tho occasion of tny visit there we had 


tho coach stopped, and wore allowed several 
minutes' timo to comprehend this sublime 
work of nature, turned to such an abiding 
interest to tho tourist. In our party were 
several Australian and English gentlemen, 
and they said that in all their travels rrouud 
the world there was nothing so grand as 
these wonders of the Yosoimte 


Thero California parks are owned by the 


general government, but ore held m trust by 
tho state of California, which has expended 
Immense sums of money in making roads and 
other improvements in theso wild, pictur 
esque regions. 


_ The state also keeps a strong guard of po- 
licemen in all the parks, aud no ono is allowed 
to cut even a cane or twig, or pluck a bunch 
of leaves from ono of tho trees 
The largest 


of tho porks contains about 2,500 acres; it is 
ono of the high plateaus that run out west 
wardlyfrom the summit of tho Sierra Ko- 
vada mountains. The soil is exceedingly 
rich, though the altitude is bo high that there 
is but bttle vegetation except the big trees 
and cedar growth. I saw ono tree there 180 
feet high and 8 feet in diameter. It stands 
in the center of a room in one of the Yose- 
mite hotels, and tho room is known as "the 
big tree room."—Cor. Atlanta American.

_A Liberal Patron of tlio Cables. 


Tho Coiner minister is said to bo the most 


liberal patron of tho cable companies in 
Washington and spends oven mora money 
for telegraphing tbaa the government of the 
United States. Almost every act of his is 
governed by instructions asked and received 
from his government, and although he uses 
a cipher by •vriiich ho can put tho meaning 
of ten words into two, his telegraphic bilis 
average $1,000 a week and often exceed that 
sum daily for a week at a time. He sent 
82,000 worth of dispatches to China concern- 
ins tho riots at Milwaukee and received re- 
plies that must havo cost at least as much 
more. la fact enough money i\as spent in 
communicating tho information regarding 
the Milwaukee troubles to indemnify the 
Chinamen of that city for all the damages 
suffered by them. Cable messages to China 
are sent first to Havre, then to Aden, thenco 
across tho Arabian sea through Hindoostan 
and Siam to Pekin, and they cost about $1 
a word,—Detroit Firee Press.
